Antibiotics 


RECENT YEARS there has been 
considerable publicity given to anti 
biotics. Lots of things said in connec 
tion with this material had little bear 
ing on some producers while others 
were only too anxious to try it. For 
the benefit of those who are already 
feeding antibiotics as well as those who 
turned a deaf ear to the subject, the 
following excerpts from a speech 
given by Dr. T. J. Cunha, head, 
Department of Animal Husbandry 
and Nutrition, University of Florida, 
will be profitable. 

The departmental head spoke at the 
recent International Conference on 
the use of Antibiotics in Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. Cunha credited 
numerous other scientists in his talk 
Ww ho contributed work in the field 
of antibiotics. 

Antibiotics for Swine 

Aureomycin and terramycin are 
more effective than penicillin, bacitra 
cin and streptomycin for swine. The 
Florida data were 
obtained wit h ad 
corn-peanut meal 
ration. It is rec 
ognized that this 
is nutritionally in 
adequate in cer 
tain of the amino 
acids. Thus, the 
Florida studies are 
a good example to 





show that antibi 
otics give their 
greatest response with rations of this 
kind. Antibiotics, however, are also 
beneficial when added to as high a 
quality ration as can be compounded, 
and especially when it may be influ 
enced by disease level. The data trom 
the Hormel! Institute and the Nebraska 
Station show that effects ot antibi 
otics are much more pronounced 
where fed under conditions of diges 
tive disorder, such as would occur 
under unsanitary conditions 
Growth Results 

Antibiotics increase growth rate an 
average of 10 to 20 per cent, 

This results in the animal getting to 
market sooner which saves on labor 
and other costs. 
all nutritive value of the ration, in 
absence of disease level effect, the less 
the improvement in the growth due 
to antibiotics 
antibiotics are of benefit even with 
high quality well-balanced rations. 

Antibiotics 
feed utilization about 5 per cent 
which means a saving of about 20 
pounds of fees per 100 pounds of 
gain. This response is confined to the 
growth rate and does not effect the 
final size of the animal. While the 
saving in feed may appear small, it

This is of consid 
erable importance since enteritis causes 
excessive loss to the farmer Most 
investigators are convinced that in 
swine nutrition the degree of effect 
iveness of antibiotics feeding is 
largely determined by the disease level 
The disease level is defined as the 
degree of feed lot infection with bac 
terial and or virus diseases which 
cause scouring or diarrhea in pigs 
Cut Runt Total 

Antibiotics reduce the number of 
runts. These young pigs 
from scours, respond to 


suffering 
intibiotics 
feeding more markedly than normal 
pigs. In twelve comparisons in 
average growth rate stimulation of 
82.2 per cent was obtained 

It has been found that antibiotics 
tend to reduce the amount of pro 
tein supplement needed in the ration 
for swine. It is not yet clear how 
much of the effect in reducing pro 
tein needs is due to the antibiotic and 
how much to a more adequat ration 
in vitamins.

At present there is insufficient data 
to indicate that combinations of antibi 
otics are more useful than the most 
effective antibiotic fed alone at the 
appropriate level even though a com 
bination of bactracin and penicillin 
seem to have had some advantage ina 
few trials 

A level of 5 mg. of antibiotic per 
pound of total ration (10 grams per 
ton of feed) or 25 milligrams per 
pound of protein supplement (50 
grams per ton of feed) which is 
intended to be fed free-choice with 
grain, is considered sufficient, based 
on Experiment station data available 
to date This level may vary some

A’ TER HOLDING for seven months 
the position of head of the Uni- 
versity of Florida horticulture depart- 
ment Dr. Walter Reuther resigned 
as of Jan. 31, and will become chair- 
man of the department of horticul- 
ture at University of California’s 
citrus experiment station, Riverside. 

He left Gainesville because he “will 
receive a substantial increase an salary 
and have larger opportunities for pro- 
fessional development.” 

He made it plain that he was not 
leaving because of any lack of con- 
fidence in the leadership of Dr. J. 
Wayne Reitz, president of U of F 
and the man who engaged Reuther’s 
services. 

In Dr. Reuther’s opinion citrus and 
other industries need more trained men 
than are available, and students would 
be attracted by an expanded citrus 
teaching program, although he said 
the staff is at present adequate to 
instruct the number of students inter 
ested in horticulture. 


Lab Facilities 

Dr. Reuther said that besides more 
instructors in citrus he had contem- 
plated seeking more teaching space 
than the quonset hut now used, and 
a grove for in-the-field instruction 
not over an hour’s drive from Gaines- 
ville. Only one professor teaches 
citrus in the department of horticul- 
ture; the balance of the staff teaches 
other horticultural courses. 

Provost for agriculture Willard 
Fifield said no successor to Dr. Reuther 
had been chosen. Before Reuther was 
named to the post it was planned that 
instruction, work at the main station 
and general extension would be com- 
bined. This program has been carried 
out, Dr. Reuther said. The change 
did not affect the Lake Alfred Citrus 
Experiment Station which is a separate 
department. 

Asked Industry Backing 

At a meeting of a group of citrus 
men a short wihle before Dr. Reuther 
resigned, he asked their support in any 
consideration of the University of 
Florida budget for extension of citrus 
teaching. Horticultural crops, he was 
quoted, “form two-thirds of Florida 
farm return, and half of the horti 
cultural income is from the citrus 
industry.” 

Later, he said in dollar value of 
horticultural crops Florida is second 
only to California, and that “many 
states,” including Texas, Michigan 
and New York, had “two to five times 
as many men as U of F teaching in 
the field.” 

Last June | Dr. Reuther became 
head of the department of horticul 
ture at Gainesville at a salary of 
$10,000 annually. He went there 
from the USDA station in Orlando. 
He was with the University Experi- 
ment Stations at Lake Alfred and 
Gainesville following his graduation 
from U of F with the class of 1933.

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BENSON ANALYZES 
83% PRICE SPREAD 
FARMER TO BUYER 
There has been an 83 percent in 
crease in the “price spread’”’ between 
the money the farmer gets for hi 
product and what the housewife pay 


for it, in the ten years since 1945 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson said 
in a recent summary of the situation 


A report of farm experts released 
by Benson said the gap has been duc 
“to the rising costs of handling food 
all along the line from farm to 
market.” Further, the experts reported 
that the spread between farm and 
retail food prices has been a primary 
factor in the decline in the farmer 
share of the consumers retail food 
dollar from a high of 53 per cent in 


1945 to an average of 41 per cent in 


1955. 

Income of farmers has been declin 
ing for the past several years. The de 
partment recently said farm price 


were 7 percent below those of a vear 


ago. At the same time, prices paid by 
the farmer for things he needs have 
not come down proportionately 


Farm wages were reported up almost 
100 percent over 1945, freight rates 
and other costs—packaging materials 
containers, fuel, equipment, rents and 
such—up about two-thirds. State and 
local property taxes have also increased 
substantially

Dr. Willard Fifield, provost for 
agriculture at University of Florida, 
has received from The Progressive 
Farmer the 1955 Man of the Year 
award for service to agriculture in 
his state. 

Widely known as an administrator, 
he has given freely of his talents to 
help advance the state’s agriculture. 
He is a horticulturist and a toast 
master and banquet speaker in great 
demand. 

He became provost in June, 1955 
after five years as director, nine as 
assistant director, and nine assistant 
experiment station horticulturist. 

In his early years of research at 
Homestead, he worked on potato pro- 
duction. The experiment station 
system made notable progress under 
his direction. As provost, he heads 
up divisions of resident teaching, re- 
search, and extension. 

Vice-president of the Association of 
Southern Agricultural Workers, Dr. 
Fifield is known as a leader. He is 
immediate past chairman of Southern 
experiment station directors and the 
Committee of Nine experiment station 


directors who coordinate regional 
research projects throughout the 
country, 


His leadership ability was recog 
nized while he was a student at the 
University of Florida, from which he 
received BSA (1930) and MSA 
(1932) degrees. He was vice 
president of the senior class in 1929- 
30, president of Alpha Zeta, the Agri 
cultural fraternity, his social fratern- 
ity, and was first editor of the Florida 
College Farmer. 
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Sell 5000-Acre Plant 
City Ranch 


At Plant City in January a 5000 
acre cattle ranch was sold to be cut 
up into areas of 10 to 40 acres for 
small industries. The Green Tree 
Corp. of Clermont bought the land 
from M, G. and Kenneth Crum. The 
price 1s reported to have been 
$200,000. 

In the program the new owners say 
they plan to bring to life again a 
town known in the 1926 boom days 
as Crystal Springs. This is near the 
acreage which has changed hands.

attorney-general, the Board of Con- 
trol adopted regulations for fighting 
the nematode which causes citrus de- 
cline, at a meeting in St. 
Augustine.

Plant Commissioner Ed Ayres, an- 
ticipating objection from some growers 
to enter their groves, included in the 
rules a section which makes it manda- 
tory that owners or occupants of citrus 
land where conditions leading to de- 
cline are suspected, shall permit repre- 
sentatives of the plan board to go 
upon the property: 

In order to control or contain, and 
to prevent or restrict dissemination of 
the nematode, the owners,” etc, etc., 
“are hereby ordered to permit entry 
by duly authorized agents and em- 
ployees of the State Plant Board. . . 
for purposes of inspection, taking of 
soil samples, and if nematode be found 
present, to permit removal and destruc- 
tion of trees and application of such 
spray or fumigation materials or other 
treatments as may be determined 
necessary. 

"Infestation Centers 

“Any grove, nursery or other prop- 
erty in which any species of plants 
are found to be infested with burrow- 
ing nematodes, will be declared the 
center of an infested and dangerous 
zone because such areas would be the 
probable source of infestation to other 
citrus and to avocado trees, which also 
are susceptable to the condition. 

“All said infested citrus and avocado 
trees or other plants located in the 
said zones, plus the first four trees 
past the last visibly affected tree, or 
two trees past the last tree in the roots 
of which burrowing nematodes are 
found, or all hose plants within 50 
(fifty) feet of the last known infested 
tree or plant, whichever is the greater 
distance, must be removed from the 
soil and burned within the said infested 
zones, 

Must Treat Soil 

“Soil from which the trees or plants 
are removed must be treated (at state 
expense) and kept free of host plants 
of the burrowing nematode for two 
years from date of treatment, except 
by special permission from the Plant 
Board, 

“No certificates shall be issued for 
the movement of plants or nursery 
stock known to be infested, or of 
plants or nursery stock within 50 feet 
of a location known to be infested. 

“Most growers have made plans by 
now for spring fertilizing of groves. 
It is only fair to warn them that a lot 
of money and effort can be wasted in 
putting fertilizers on any acreage that 
would have to be removed under the 
program designed to halt decline in 
citrus plantings.”

ee AK STRIPS between water- 
melon beds have proved profit- 
able to farmers in Central Florida, 
reports a is Word, chairman of the 
Sumter Soil Conservation District. Soil 
losses and damage to watermelon vines 
caused by March winds in the area 
have been cut to a minimum through 
the use of such windbreaks. Blue 
lupine is the plant principally used 
for this purpose but small grains such 
as rye and oats are also effective. 

In 1954 Florida produced 23 per- 
cent of the nation’s entire watermelon 
crop. Peninsular Florida planted 65,- 
300 acres or 62.5 percent, of the 
State’s Practically all the 
acreage was subjected to damage by 
early March winds.

Watermelons are usually planted on 
“new ground” to reduce the insect 
and disease hazards. Most of such 
land has light sandy soils susceptible to 
wind erosion. 


Knocks Off Bloom 
“Young melon vines are severely 
damaged by the cutting action of 
blowing sand and by being whipped 
about by the wind which knocks off 


the blossoms,’” Word says Although

Protect the Birds

(food) acceptance and therefore rec- 
ommends that farmers use a gray- 
colored rat and mouse bait in the 
control programs. The recommended 
bait is a type of grain treated u ith 


rime phos phide. 

The zine phosphide coats the bait 
gray and, as far as birds are concerned, 
has a repelling taste and odor. How- 
ever, rodents do not mind the zinc 
phosphide’s smell or taste and will 
accept it. 

Strong recommendations for the 
“gray” bait came after 
mortality among birds during rodent 
control programs. Johnson says inves- 
tigation showed use of 


reports of 


non-recom- 
mended poisons in treating bait, such 
as arsenic, cyanide, strychnine and 
others. 


The Service recommend baiting 
fields two to three wee hs befor plant 
ing, with a repeat three to five days 
before planting. Open field baiting 
should be limited to visible damage 
areas; particular emphasis should be 
given debris heaps, etc Bait should 
be scattered around the field border 
well back into the grass and shrub 
bery. A teaspoonful scattered at 
intervals of 15 to 20 feet around the 
field should suffice, he say 

Basis of Baits 

Baits should be made of poultry 
scratch grain treated with zine phos 
phide and one ounce of lecithin o1 
corn or mineral oil, mixed, the zinc 
phosphide being added last until the 


grain 1s evenly coated 


More bait than can be used imme 
diately should not be mixed, nor 
should it be stored and then used; 
exposure to air weakens the mixture, 

Johnson warned against over-bait 
ing. “Only enough should be exposed 
that would be used by the rodents 


over a 48-hour period.” 

Left-over bait should be destroyed 
and all the preparations should be 
kept away from children, animals and 
pets, since the

January set at 


50 million $ 


Disaster hits truck crops 
during two weeks of at 


times nearly record cold 


4 PIRST TWO WEEKS of January 
brought a nearly record cold for a 
similar period and is conservatively 
reported to have caused a loss to 
truck crops of more than fifty million 
dollars in the Dade, Broward and 
Palm Beach county areas. No estimate 
had been made for losses in the heart 
of the Everglades region but it was 
said they would be heavy. 

It was the longest cold spell in 
16 years and the first of its kind 
since January 1918. 

Citrus apparently was not greatly 
harmed, but growers feared an 
onslaught of the purple mite which 
thrives in cold weather. 

The situation boosted the price of 
green vegetables being marketed at 
the time. Movement of celery was 
retarded because the laborers wouldn’t 
cut and pac kage it in the cold. 

In the Plant City region much 
damage was done to strawberries and 
tender truck crops, and as well in 
Manatee county. 

In some locations on the East Coast 
it was too late to replant. There was 
much replanting in the Everglades, 
and hardier crops were seeded in on 
the West Coast.

SUGARCANE WASTI 
AS POULTRY LITTER 

Begasse, the crushed stalks of sugar 
cane is being used by poultrymen for 
litter purposes. 

Bagasse is the fibrous portion of 
sugarcane after sugar processing, and 
frequently is called “dehydrated sugar- 
cane.” 

When de-pithed, begasse makes a 
good poultry litter as well as an excel 
lent corrugating medium and rela- 
tively good greaseproof and glassine 
papers. Poultrymen found bagasse 
easy to handle and in easily usable 
bales of 80 to 100 pounds. It is used 
with shavings by some poultrymen in 
Florida; is high in cleanness, absorb 
ency and freedom from dust, though it 
does have a tendency to mat. 

Experiment Station workers think 
poultrymen in Florida areas where 
shavings are not readily available 
should consider bagasse carefully for 
litter material. In “shavings-available” 
areas, however, poultrymen are ad 
vised to stick to shavings.

Bb Kes NEw ConGress will have a 
mass of legislation before it 
intended to relieve over-production of 
food and fiber and the costly storage 
of surpluses. 

Chief among the plans to be con 
sidered will be the soil bank idea 
which the Senate Agricultural Com 
mittee has been considering at hear 
ings around the country 

This would pay farmers up to 
$5000 to not raise crops which would 
pile up under subsidy payments with 
the consequent cost of storage facili 
ties and inevitable losses to the gov 
ernment and the public which pays 
the bill. 

Soil-building Practices 

Soil-building practices would in 
crease the fertility of the land before 
it was restored to food growing and 
increase the capacity of such land 
for later use, its proponents say 

They argue chat it would cost the 
federal treasury less in the long run 
than is now being paid out in price 
supports and storage. 

There is reported a considerable 
degree of unanimity in the “soil bank” 
idea and agriculture throughout the 
nation will watch the de velopments 
with great interest. 

400 Million $ 

[he proposed soil bank program, 
calls for new expenditures of 400 mil 
lion $ in fiscal year 1957, by “reducing 
production of surplus crops and shift 
ing land to more desirable uses will 
aid farmers in financing the transition 
to a farming pattern appropriate for 
today’s markets,” 

Estimated total net expenditures 
during the fiscal year 1957 run more 
than 1 billion $ less than actual net 
expenditures for 1955. Substantial in 
creases in 1957 government expendi 
tures for the “soil bank” plan are off 
set by substantial estimated decreases 
in net expenditures for “price support” 
programs. 

The President’s budget message 
says the fiscal 1957 budget will per 
mit “an intensification of our efforts 
to aid farmers in making the difficult 
readjustment from the abnormal sit 
uation of the war and postwar period 
to a realistic peacetime outlook for 
markets, so that they may share more 
equitably in the prosperity which other 
sectors of the economy are now 
enjoying.”

Department of Agriculture and the Citrus Experi 
ment Station are working together in an effort to 
prevent further spread of the disease 

Pictures on this page illustrate how these agen 
cies are teaming in an effort to whip one ot the 
worst problems ever faced by the Florida citrus 
industry. It is an all-out fight 

Visual inspection is made of suspected groves, 
ifter which samples of roots from the trees are 
tested to determine if the nematode is present 

The samples are examined in the USDA Plant 
Pest Control Laboratory where the roots are washed 
free of soil. After an incubation period, the nema 
todes ive ¢ sught ma delic ate screening device and 
examined under microscopes. While the laboratory 
workers ire looking for the worm other species ol 
plant parasite nematodes also are identified and 
recorded 

Sick Areas Marked 

Areas of groves infested with decline are care 
fully mapped and the Plant Board moves into action 
the moment the owner releases his property for the 
pull and-treat program 

Bulldozers uproot trees and push them into huge 
piles for burning. Liquid fuel is used to hasten the 
fire. Disking and raking operations prepare che 
cleared land for treatment by a fumigation machine 
which pumps chemical fumigant, D-D‘"’, into the 
soil at depths of 12 to 14 inches 

Treated soil must remain dormant for a two 
year px riod during whi h time no citrus or any host 
plant can br permitted fo grow. 

The fumigant (D-D) isa product of Shell Chem 
ical Corporation and is a mixture of dichloropropan« 
and dichlolorpopene.

Seed prices are much lower now 
than last spring. Unless seedings for 
conservation are greatly expanded, 
prices for seed may average a little 
lower next year than in 1955. 

Prices of feed also can be expected 
to average lower than last year, 
although not greatly different from 
current levels. 

Feeder and replacement livestock are 
likely to cost about the same in 1956. 


With continued relatively full 
employment in non-farm jobs, wage 
rates for hired farm labor can be 
expected to move up a little again 
this year.

in Four Counties 

In listing properties treated to date, 
by his report, Ayers pointed out that 
190'4 acres are in Polk County, 101'/2 
in Hillsborough, 55 in Highlands, and 
six in Lake. 

“A total of 26'/ acres, all in Polk 
County, is ready for treating at this 
minute,” he said. 

Bulldozers are at work preparing 
205 acres of cirtus for treatment, 122 
acres of it in Polk. There is further 
work on 33 acres in Orange County, 
28 in Highlands and 22 in Lake. 

Ayers said that 165 acres of citrus 
have been released by owners for the 
pull-and-treat soon as 
fruit is harvested. (To help carry this 
work forward USDA announced 
through Cong. Cramer of Florida an 
additional grant of $72,000 on Jan- 
wary 12 last). 

No “Cure-all” Found 

In a brief article in the January 
number of FrLoripa Grower and 
RANCHER, warning was given by 
Plant Commissioner Ayers of an influx 
of claimed cure-alls for trees afflicted 
with Mr. Ayres empha-

Temporary Stimulation 
“Certain of the products advertised 
so extensively and for which unjusti 
fied claims are being made, may have a 
temporary stimulating effect on trees 
known to be infested with nematode, 
and which have gone into decline. 
Tests have shown, however, that the 
net results from these treatments over 

a period of time, are valueless,

Lychee Trial Farm To 
Be Opened In Dade 


University of Miami is to start a 
lychee farm for experimental work 
this year. Several varieties of the fruit 
have been planted, and blocks of 


selected varieties will be set for hor- 
mone and fertilizer trials. At present 
more than 60 seedling lychees have 
been planted and 200 more will be set 
this spring. 

The director of the project, Prof. 
S. J. Lynch, said studies are being 
made to learn the effects of boron and 
sugar sprays in the bloom. ‘These 
are being studied with variations of 
fertilizer levels. 

Up to now the Brewster type has 
been used chiefly in Florida but recent 
trials have shown much possibility, 
the Bengal. This was introduced by 
the U. S. Plant Introduction Garden, 
will grow W ell in limestone soil or 
marl. It has not been tested any 
where else in the state. 

Only in recent years has much been 
known about the lychee as far as its 
growing problems are concerned. But 
studies after the second world war 
have added much to the knowledge 
of the specialists. Both the Universi-

since the demand still far exceeds the 
supply and good prices seem assured.

be given to the time to start feeding 
and the ration to use. Animals may 
be started as early as three to five 
weeks of age. Any palatable concen- 
trate may be used in the creep feeders. 


Still another method of increasing 
the available nutrients is by indirect 
supplementation. In this method, the 
cow is fed so she can give more milk. 


In January of 1954, two breeding 
groups of cows at the Belle Glade 
Station were given molasses free- 
choice. The average gain of these cows 
for 79 days was about 100 pounds 
over the cows on pasture without sup- 
plement. The calves from these cows 
also showed a decided advantage at 
weaning. There is a possibility that 
part of this difference in weaning 
weight is due to breeding of both cows 
and calves as no attempt was made 
to separate the animals on this basis 
In general, the plan of indirect supple- 
mentation would have its most bene- 
ficial effect when pasture is short and 
the cows are suffering from the lack 


of feed. 


In herds where cows received mo- 
lasses supplement the male calves were 
82 pounds and female calves 55 
pounds heavier at 7 months of age than 
the offspring of cows without the 
molasses. 

To be successful in this plan it is 
essential to have a high calving per- 
centage or include a_ rigorous 
culling plan where dry cows are sent 
to market in the fall. If the calving 
percentage is low and dry cows are 


else 


retained, the nutrients consumed by 
the dry cow, for all practical purposes, 
will be lost. When this cost is added to 
the cost of the feed used by cows 
which are suckling calves, the cost per 
pound of increased gain may be in 
excess of receipts from the gain. 


Concentrate Feeds 

A large portion of the nutrient 
requirements for calves prior to wean- 
ing comes from milk. Therefore, the 
rumen is not well developed and can- 
not handle sufficient to 
furnish the nutrients required for the 
calf when weaned. If then, we are to 
heep the calf from losing weight after 
weaning we must furnish the extra 
nutrients in the form of concentrate 
feeds. For example, our observation is 
that a 400-pound calf will eat less 
than 30 pounds of grass at 7 months. 
Based on average grass analyses, a 400- 
pound, fast-growing calf must con- 
sume 50 pounds of grass to meet 
requirements for good growth. If he 
is to remain a fast-growing calf the

| the form of concentrate feeds. 


At the Belle Glade Station the calves 


| are weaned at seven months and fed 
| three pounds daily of a mixture of 2 


parts ground snapped corn, 2 parts 
citrus pulp and | part cottonseed meal, 
plus 42 pound of cane molasses while 
on pasture. This may or may not meet 
the needs of the calves, depending on 
the amount of grass they consume.

Preparation of Marmalade Stockh— 
Select solid, well-colored fruit. Wash, 
place in kettle. Add 1 tablespoon bak- 
ing soda for each quart of fruit, add 
boiling water to cover. Cover kettle 
and let stand for 10 minutes. Pour 
off hot soda water. Wash thoroughly 
several times in cold water. Cut cala 
mondins into rings or small pieces, 
using a sharp knife, and remove seeds.

Answer sought 
to bogged-down 
grapefruit deal 


Price unsatisfactory as 
in recent seasons—This 


year’s crop is too large 


| pomange GROWERS—as well as ship- 
pers and processors——can expect to 
hear a lot about “the grapefruit prob 
lem” in the months ahead. 

The reason is that orange and tang- 
erine producers have had an outstand- 
ingly successful season, while the 
grapefruit price situation has contin 
ued its unsatisfactory trend of recent 
years, partly because the grapefruit 
is bigger than that for 1954-55. 

A lot has been written, and more 
spoken, about grapefruit marketing 
problems. When the Texas grapefruit 
groves were decimated by freezing sev- 
eral seasons azo, many grow ers here 
looked for a long period of prosperity 
for Florida grapefruit. The boom was 
shortlived, though Texas still has not 
gotten back into the grapefruit deal in 
a substantial way. 

Some leaders say the great swing to 
frozen orange juice concentrate has 
been the major factor adversely affect 
ing use of grapefruit. Others claim 
grapefruit quality often is not what 
it should be, or that there is not sufh 
cient promotional push behind fresh 
grapefruit and processed products, 
despite an increase in the Florida Citrus 
Commission advertising tax. 


Surveys Under Way 

Currently the Commission's adver 
tising agency 1s conducting two sur 
veys designed to answer some of the 
questions about grapefruit’s problems 
in the markets. There has been a sug 
gestion that perhaps a much more 
extensive and expensive study 
should be conducted with Commission 
funds to learn exactly what the con 
sumer thinks of grapefruit and what 
the housewife wants when she buys it. 
Decision on the “big”’ survey is await 
ing results from the two ad agency 
studies, 

Meanwhile, Florida Citrus Mutual 
has begun to draw conclusions from 
some of the grapefruit studies made 
recently. The cooperative in January 
came out with a plea to growers to 
“stop growing grapefruit elimina 
tions,” the point of the message being 
that grapefruit sold in fresh form has 
returned fair prices in recent years, 
while the packing house eliminations 
used by the processors have returned 
“red ink.” 

Mutual made it plain that it was 
not condemning processors, or holding 
them responsible for the situation, but 
that “it is a grower problem.” 

Part of the answer, Mutual believes, 
is to improve cultural practices so 
there will be more good fruit. Another 
suggestion is improved standards for 
processed products, with stronger sales 
effort. Probably the most important 
point suggested by Mutual was a mar- 
keting agreement program, perhaps set

corn planters, between each two 
melon beds. The rows are usually 
from 1 foot to 2 feet apart. The 
other method is to solid-plant the 
entire field to lupine. A few weeks 
before watermelon planting time the 
melon beds are plowed up, leaving 
strips of undisturbed lupine between. 
This method also furnishes an excel- 
lent soil building crop for the melons, 


Small grains, such as oats and rye, 
have been successfully used in the 
area for windbreaks. Rye, principally

methods of planting the windbreak 
strips have been used, depending on 
the mechanical equipment the farmer 
has. Most usual is to drill two rows 
spaced about one foot apart between 
the melon beds with a corn planter, 
using plates adapted to the job, 


lt has been found that windbreak 
strips give the best protection from 
wind damage when they run east and 
west. The most damaging winds are 
from the southwest. 


Farmers in the Sumter and Pasco 
Soil Conservation Districts are find- 
ing that land having Pensacola Bahia 
or Pangola grass sods that are 5 years 
or older will produce excellent water- 
melons. The strips pay off double, 
for after the melons are harvested and 
the land disced a better-than-ever 
grass pasture soon develops. On the 
better soils this practice fits in nicely 
with the grass based rotations that 
SCS technicians are recommending. 


On new-ground melon fields, the 
land is disced immediately after har- 
vest and seeded to a mixture of Alyce 
clover and Pensacola Bahia grass. This 
is either harvested for seed or cut for 
hay. The Pensacola Bahia then takes 
over and furnishes high quality 
pasture. 


Good Conservation 
“The windbreak strips of lupine, 
oats and rye, coupled with use of sods 
in crop rotation, enable conservation 
farmers to protect their watermelon 
land in Central Florida,” Word says. 


“These simple practices, with other 
measures included in complete soil 
conservation plans, make it possible 
for farmers in our district largely to 
eliminate some of the risks in their 
farming operations.

what depending on the antibiotic fed 
and the stress factors to which the 
pigs are normally subjected. 

Therapeutic and high level anti- 
biotic feeding, may mean supplying 
as much and 10 to 50 times the 
presently feeding levels. These high 
levels are used as an aid in overcom- 
ing infections and for periods of 
nutritional stress. 


Some of No Benefit 

Several antibiotics such as neomy- 
cin, subtilin, rimocidin, polymyxin, 
and chloromycetin have been tested 
and have not been of any benefit for 
the pig. 

A majority of experiments show 
that under the skin implantation of 
baby pigs with antibiotic pellets is 
not effective in increasing weaning 
weight or liveability. 

Antibiotics do not eliminate the 
necessity for practicing strict sanita- 
tion in swine production, However, 
they do make possible the production 
of pigs under high disease level con- 
ditions where such was not possible 
before. 

There is very little, if any likeli- 
hood of harmful effects from feeding 
the effective antibiotics to swine. 

Dairy Animals 

The feeding of an antibiotic appears 
to be justified in the rations of dairy 
calves under 16 weeks of age although 
experiments shown antibiotic 
supplemention to benefit dairy calves 
considerably past this age. 


There appears little advantage to 
feeding these materials past 12 to 16 
weeks of age. No information is 
available to indicate any advantage to 
feeding antibiotics to mature lactating 
cows. However, antibiotics may be 
effective against certain diseases and 
thus may be 
treatment, 


have 


used as a medication 

Antibiotic feeding stimulates growth 
rate as measured by body 
gains and skeletal growth, 
the incidence and severity of calf 
scours, increases feed consumption 
and feed efficiency and improves the 
condition and appearance of young 
dairy calves. Growth rate is improved 
from 10 to 30 per cent, most of which 
occurs before the calves eight 


weeks old. 


Many workers have shown that the 
mortality rate with young dairy 
calves is in the range of 15 to 30 per 
cent and that calf scours is one of the 
main causes of these deaths. Since 
antibiotics reduce calf scours, they are 
very valuable and effective in 
respect. This is one of the most 
important reasons for including anti 
biotics in dairy calf rations.
